~The Open Road 


s the years go by, | do not walk as far or as fast as | used 
to; but speed and distance were never my forte. Like J. 


Krishnamurti, | believe that the journey is more important 
than the destination. But, then, | have never really had a 
destination. The glory that comes from conquering the 
Himalayan peaks is not for me. My greatest pleasure lies in 
taking a path- any old path will do- and follow it until itleads me to 
aforest-glade or village or stream or windy hilltop. 
This sort of tramping (it does not even qualify as trekking) is a 
compulsive thing with me. You could call it my vice, since it is 
stronger than the desire for wine, women or song. To get on to 
the open road fills me with joie de vivre, gives me an exhilaration 
not found in other, possibly more worthy, pursuits. 
Only this afternoon | had one of my more enjoyable tramps. | had 
been cooped up in my room for several days, while outside it 
rained and hailed and snowed and the wind blew icily from all 
directions. It seemed ages since I'd taken a long walk. Fed up 
with all, | pulled on my overcoat, banged the door shut and set off 
up the hillside. 
| kept to the main road, but because of the heavy snow there 
were no vehicles on it. Even as | walked, flurries of snow struck 
my face, and collected on my coat and head. Up at the top of the 
hill, the deodars were clothed in a mantle of white. It was 
fairyland: everything still and silent. The only movement was the 
circling of an eagle over the trees. | walked for an hour, and 
passed only one person, the milkman on his way back to his 
village. His cans were crowned with snow. He looked alittle tipsy. 
He asked me the time, but before | could tell him he shook me by 
the hand and said | was a good fellow because | never 
complained about the water in the milk. | told him that as long as 
he used clean water, I'd contain my wrath. 
On my way back, | passed a small group. It consisted of a 
person in some sort of uniform (because of the snow | couldn't 
really make it out), who was hurling epithets at several small 
children who were busy throwing snowballs at him. He kept 
shouting: Do you know who | am? Do) ‘know wh 
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children did not want to know. They were only interested in hitting 
their target, and succeeded once in every five or six attempts. 

| came home exhilarated and immediately sat down beside the 
stove to write this piece. | found some lines of Stevenson's which 
seemed appropriate: 

And this shall be for music when no one else is near, 

The fine song for singing, the rare song to hear! 

That only | remember, that only you admire, 

Of the broad road that stretches, and the roadside fire. 

He speaks directly to me, across the mists of time: R.L. 
Stevenson, prince of essayists. There is none like him today. We 
hurry in a heat of hope-and who has time for roadside fires, 
except, perhaps, those who must work on the roads in all 
weathers? 

Whenever | walk into the hills, | come across gangs of road- 
workers breaking stones, cutting into the rocky hillsides, building 
retaining walls. | am not against more roads-especially in the 
hills, where the people have remained impoverished largely 
because of the inaccessibility of their villages. Besides, a new 
road'is one more road for me to explore, and in the interests of 
progress | am prepared to put up with the dust raised by the 
occasional bus. And if it becomes too dusty, one can always 
leave the main road. There is no dearth of paths leading off into 
the valleys. 

On one such diversionary walk, | reached a village where | was 
given a drink of curds and a meal of rice and beans. That is 
another of the attractions of tramping to nowhere in particular- 
the finding of somewhere in particular; the striking up of 
friendships; the discovery of new springs and waterfalls, unusual 
plants, rare flower, strange birds. In the hills, a new vista opens 
up at every bend in the road. 

That is what makes me a compulsive walker- new vistas, and the 
charm of the unexpected.

Now that you have a basic idea of what the work entails, you 
can look for openings as an Announcer/ Presenter/ 
Anchorperson in Doordarshan as well as in private 
channels. The job of an Announcer/Presenter includes 
reading scripted commentaries, interviewing or presenting 
news bulletins and news flashes, introducing recorded 
music. A good university education or journalistic 
background, screen presence, a keen, open and well- 
informed mind, besides a reasonable interest in and 
knowledge of the topic being featured are some essentials. 
At times, you may even be required to conduct some 
background research on the topic to be featured. 
As you must have also gathered from the course, the ability 
to appear calm and confident even ina crisis (which could be 
anything from a wrong cue to forgotten line or even a 
persistent fly that decides to land repeatedly on your nose) 
are of equal importance. As a Presenter, it also helps to be 
alert, cautious and intelligent at all times.

This is the place to head for 
when you are after the rare 
(and getting rarer) one- 
horned natural battle-tank the 
Indian Rhinoceros ! It is almost 
extinct because the Chinese still 
believe in the mythical, stimulating 
virtues of its horn, fuelling the 
greed of poachers. Kaziranga is a 
forest-'n'-swamp sanctuary but 
one is most likely to spot a rhino in 
the marshes. Wearing sturdy 
shoes and strong trousers or 
jeans, with cameras strapped 
firmly, be prepared for your 
elephant-mount to rear suddenly 
when a rhino charges! 
You could also see swamp and 
hog deer, wild pig and buffalo 
which you shouldn't confuse with 
the gaur (Indian bison) not found in 
the region. You could probably see 
these wondrous creatures at the 
edge of bheels (swamps), not 
because they don't venture any 
further but because elephant 
grass would probably hide them 
from view.

hout doubt, Thekkady rates as one of the best if you 

want to see families of wild elephant. Where the 

Periyar river once wound through wooded mountains, 
stretches a dam. The back-up waters of this dam form a lake 
interspersed with reedy creeks, bays and inlets where every 
beat of your cruise boat reveals new waterscapes, often like 
Japanese prints of the Inland Sea, particularly when morning 
mist hangs on still waters. Boats are preferred by way of getting 
around the sanctuary, though the forest department does offer a 
nature walk through its outer fringes. 
In Thekkady, we've spotted otter and tortoise in the lake; water 
birds nestling in partially submerged trees; fishing eagles, 
kingfishers and darters with their snake-like necks; families of 
irascible wild boar rooting in the shallows; a herd of hundred 
sambar (a once-in-a-lifetime experience!); heavily muscled gaur 
(Indian bison) plodding across grassy hills; langurs hooting and 
barking like sepulchral creatures; and elephants.......! 
Herds of elephant coming down to the shores of the lake to 
drink, bathe, dine on succulent branches and even play King-of- 
the-Castle (!) on mounds of mud.... on one occasion, we saw a 
new-born elephant calf, still looking like a crinkled and deflated 
soft toy...... Naturally, most elephants come to the lake in the 
morning when its cool or in the evening during hot, dry months.

ight of a house, that is related to 
‘Kaal Purush' (Death or Time God) 
attains much significance in Vaastu. If 
the height of a house is less, the inmates of 
such a house will face gradual fall in 
prosperity. Since there are 12 Zodiac signs in 
the orbit, the height of a house should also be 
identical that is 12 feet. A person living in a 
12-feet high house will have enough of light, 
air and vacuum as a result of which he will 
enjoy excellent health and prosperity. 
The Sun represents right side of a house, and 
Sun imparts son and progeny. Male progeny 
will suffer if right-side windows are in broken 
or weak form and, if there is a crack on the 
right-sided window, the male inmates in the 
family will face calamity as a crack 
represents Rahu-Ketu which are inimical to 
sun.
